Jimmy had

Experiences of the Celebrated 


Bandmaster In England. 


KEPT UP ALL NKJHT BY THE KIHG

Sousu nrrivcd in the citj. he Immedi- 
ately called upon ex-Judge <«oulon, an 
old friend, -nith whom he took dinner 
In the evening. The greater part of the 
famous condtutor'b time in the city 
was given up to the task of telling; how 
he played before King Ed«a.rd of 
Great Britain on his recent trip to 
England. Durinjt his visit many prom- 
inent men met Mr. Sousa in ev- Judge 
Gordon'* offlw. and us each wi<l. "Tell 
me all about it," Mr. Sonsa had to re- 
hearse the story a score or more times. 


"Let me tell you how King Edward 


kept iny band out until .'! o'clock in the 
morning.'' said Mr. Sousa to a importer 
for the Philadelphia Press. ''That's a 
nice thing lor a King to do, ibn't it? 
Well, you see, we met King Edward 
and Queen Alexandra in London on 
Dec. 1. The king had arranged with 
me to liold a concert at Sandnnghani 
palace on that day, as it -was the fifty- 
seventh birthday anniversary of Queen 
Alexandra. 


"A special tram -was in -waiting. To- 


gether with the royal party, many 
members of the nobility went along. 
That tram was certainly an indication 
of England's democracy. Atter we had 
been out of London for three minutes 
you couldn't have told a bandman 
from a knight of the Garter. 


"One of the main features of the spe- 


cial train ^ as the buffet car. That was 
the reason w liy the Lmg of England 
kept my band out until 3 a. m. It was 
certfinly a feas,t that they bad in store 
for us. I don't suppose you could men- 
tion a wine that wasn't there. The mu- 
sicians held In well, though, on the up 
trip, because they felt that they were 
representing America, but King Ed- 
ward kept them eating and drinking.

But we eased 
our consciences by playing it over 
again under the title of 'America.' and 
do you know the king never betrayed 
the slightest sign that he noticed that 
the tunes were the same. 


"Little Prince Edward of York want- 


ed to come to the concert, but I didn't 
have the honor of plajing to him, as 
his nurse objected. The little fellow 
made a noise and went away crying 
thnt if he couldn't hear "ragtime' by 
my band he'd have some played on his 
phonograph. Later I found that while 
I was holding my concert the boy was 
having one by himself up stairs. 


"I never felt so much at home in all 


my life at a concert The king made 
me feel at ease. Everything was in- 
formal The chpirs of the royal mem- 
bers of the party and those of the no- 
bility were placed in artistic confusion, 
and in a gallery"— here Mr. Sousa used 
a term which must be bad form at 
court— "and in a gallery there was a 
gan ^ of court attaches. 


"All the music seemed to take witb 


the king. The queen and all the other 
roy::l ladies seemed to like the 'rag- 
time" best. They clapped like gallery 
gods when I played -Whistling Rufus.* 
Bat the king seemed best pleased with 
•Hands Across the Sea.' I guess he 
thought of thnt old saw that blood is 
thicker than water. 


"Well, after the concert proper had 


com hided, the royal equerry notified 
mo that his majesty the king wished to 
speak with me. King Edward said 
some awfully nice things about Amer- 
ican ir.-.isic and particularly the num- 
bers I had rendered. Then"— here came 
another word not in the court dictiona- 
ry— "then he yanked out a Victorian 
med.il -a silver medal such as is S«VPII 
lo rien co-isidercd of high artistic- mr-r 
it. lie asked me to accept it as a to- 
ken of the respect of himself and tbe 
queen.

Crapbto Btory of Experience* Im 


Tunnel DlBanter mt New York. 


The most graphic nnd dramatic ac- 


count of the terrible scenes of the re- 
f-oiit disaster In the Park avenue turi- 
tiel of the Now York Central railway, 
when the rear car of a South Norwalk 
train was run into by a White Plains 
train, was given by Acting Battalion 
Chief Thomas F. Fn-el of hook and 
ladder Xo. 2 nnd Lieutenant William 
Clarke of the same company, says the 
New York World. Both have records 
for bravery in the fire department. 


Freel and Clarke were the first two 


rescuers to get into the car jammed 
with maimed, dead'and «'ving. Acting 
a1? spokesman, Freel described fcoine of 
the scenes of tbe wreck as follows: 


'•The first unfortunate we found was 


Peter A. Murphy, and he has got more 
real couraga and nerve than any man 
I ever saw. Both of his legs and arms 
were broken, be seemed to be hurt In- 
ternally, and blood was streaming from 
a dozen cuts. lie was pinioned hang- 
ing half out of one of the windows. 
Ills mangled legs were held in a wedge 
of tons of stuff, his arms were power- 
less, and he couldn't move. He was 
the first man that 1 saw, and he was 
the last sufferer removed from the 
\\ reck. But in all that time he never 
made a whimper and was calm and 
considerate of others from first to last. 


'•We chopped our way to him, and as 


soon as we found that we couldn't get 
him out tor some, time we fastened a 
rope under his armpits and hoisted him 
up into an easier position. 


"All that he said to us was, 'I would 


like you to take me out as soon as you 
can, as the pain is very great.' 


"A surgeon from Rocsevelt hospital 


came along and gave Murphy a hypo- 
dermic injection of morphine. Later we 
found a cushion and placed it under 
his back. He was very grateful for 
this and said calmly: 'Thank you, gen- 
tlemen. That niakes me much easier.' 
Others not one-fifth as badly hurt as be 
was yelled and screamed, bnt he never 
lost his nerve for an instant. 


"There was a lot of heroism display- 


ed on that car. We found a young 
man pinioned under a mass of stuff on 
the floor. He was badly hurt. Near 
him was lying a young woman also se- 
verely injuied. The woman was lying 
in the path of the stream of steam, and 
the young man was reaching over with 
a newspaper fanning the steam away 
from the -woman's face. 


"The fire chaplains. Father Smith 


and Mr. Wakely, worked in the car, 
helping the v'ctims as fast as they 
were reached. One girl. Miss Daisy 
Scott, was found lying across the body 
of a dead man. Both of her legs were 
broken. On either side of her was the 
body of a dead man. 


"She was suffering terribly, but cotr- 


trolled herself splendidly. She was 
calm ail the time, and when at last w« 
were able to move her she said to me, 
'Be very careful to keep my feet coir 
ered up.' Chaplain Smith helped to lift 
her out and ga > e her some brandy." 


CURIOUS FILIPINO CUSTOMS 


Returned American Tell* How to 


Poll the Festive Cockroach. 


James L O'Neill, an American, wh« 


has been in the Philippines for two 
years, tells an interesting story of ca- 
rious customs among tbe Filipinos. 


"One of the most unique institutions 


I encountered is what is known as the 
•sleeping machine.'" said Mr. O'Neill 
recently to the Washington correspond- 
ent of tbe Philadelphia Times. "It is 
supposed to be a bed; but it looks very 
much like a hearse without the glass 
sides and wheels. It is entirely in- 
closed with a heavy wire screen, 
through which the air finds it very 
bard to penetrate. You are informed 
that this screen is placed on the ma- 
chine to keep out cockroaches, which 
in that country are a delicate little ani- 
mal about eight inches long, though 
perfectly harmless. lou crawl into 
the machine at tbe end as a coffin is 
put into a hearse and close tbe gate 
beliind you. The bottom of the ma- 
chine is made of cane like tbe seating 
of a chair. The bedclothing consists of 
a single sheet. The head of the corpse 
—I should say person—who desires to 
sleep (notice I say 'desires' to sleep) 
rests upon an alleged pillow composed 
of matted chicken feathers of the con- 
sistency of an oak tree. The machine 
is very effective so far as keeping out 
the roaches is concerned, bnt in other 
respects I consider it a total failure. I 
sin told tbat one becomes accustomed 
to it in time, but I was afraid to make 
the venture, and so rigged myself op a 
sl.acl; more like an American bed. 


"One of the most interesting features 


I observed," continued Mr. O'Neill, 
"was in a little town in the southern 
part of Luzon.
